Uemnants of tho Union forces wore gath- 
ere"d hero, but the galling lire of the enemy In 
front had silenced all the batteries of the fort and 
no effective leslstance could be offered.

B. F. Stephonson organ- 
izing the first G. A. R. post at Deca- 
tur, III., in 1800. Major Stephonson 
prepared tho ritual of tho organization 
and became -Its first commander In 
chief, lie was born In Wayne county, 
Illinois, In 1822, 
lie studied medicine, 


and when tho war broke out wus prac- 
ticing his profession In Petersburg, 111. 
When the Fourteenth Illinois Infantry 
WBB organized Doctor Stopheuson was 


elected surgeon nnd ho served with 
thu regiment In Its arduous campaign 
until Juno 24, 1804, when It was mus- 
tered out.

the important matters which have to 
do with the policy of the 
company 


toward the men. 


"I am sure the affiliation of this 


union with the general union, known 
as the International Brotherhood of 
Papermakers will cause no hardship 
or misunderstanding, 
especially 
in 


view of the fact that such affiliation 
does not necessarily impair the right 
of the local members to discuss local 
conditions and solve local problems.

nied, abridged or interfered with by 
the workers in any manner whatso- 
ever. 


Employers should not 
discharge 


workers for membership In trade un- 
ions nor for legitimate 
trade-union 


activities. 


4. 
The workers, in the exercise 


of their right to organize shall not 
use coercive measures of any kind to 
induce persons to Join their organiza- 
tions nor to induce employers to bar- 
gain or deal therewith. 


We also agree to take back all of 


our employees who went out on a 
strike, and give them the same posi- 
tion that they held previous to the 
strike. 


We also agree to arbitrate the El- 


liott case, one man to be chosen from 
among our employees and on from 
the Company, and in the event that 
these two cannot agree they should 
pick a third party, 
and 
this 
case 


shall be arbitrated within two weeks 
after all employees, who went out on 
strike return to work. 


We also agree to put into force as 


soon as our employees return, a new 
schedule of wages and hours, which 
we believe will be satisfactory to all, 
and if same is not satisfactory to all 
we will agree to arbitrate as to the 
wages and hours of those -who are 
not satisfied. 
The employees to ap- 


point one of their number, and the 
Company to appoint one and if these 
two cannot agree, they shall agree 
upon a third party. This is an agree- 
ment between our 
employees 
and 


ourselves. 
It is not to be construed 


as our recognizing the Union, and it 
is conditional that 
our 
employees 


come back to work at once, and we 
must have a reply hereto by 4 o'clock 
p. m. today. 
We also agre«, as stat- 


ed before, not to discriminate against 
anyone who had gone out on strike 
and let by-gones be by-gones.

OF WOMEN 


A little sunny village has grown tip 


InHido it high wall In Krance within tl»« 
liist year. Its square flat houses atom! 
In BtrnlHlit ovon rows and along one 
side of tli» clly wall la a long dormi- 
tory for filtiKlo women. There are many 
more of them thuu of the families la 
tho Urnb little houses. The village Is 
full of women—old, young, middle- 
ngeil—\vlioso faces, hands and hair 
Hlowly arc turning yollnw from tho 
powder which It Is said will eventually 
affect their lun^s. But most of thorn 
«ro refugees and tho fuet that they 
are glvlnj,' up their {rood looks, their 
health, and perhaps their "lives In tho 
munition factory, Is of little moment to 
thorn. They have come Into the walled 
town from ruined villages and devas- 
tated farmu with their frlUitened little 
children, tlitlr despairing old pecpl*.

"There' Is uu ex-professional dancer, 


an Interesting girl who enjoys tho 
foyer and helps entertain the other 
girls. There is a professional pianist 
who does her bit ut tho noon and eve- 
ning hours. There la one rough-null- 
ready girl who speaks English, whoso 
father wns an Innkeeper In northern 
Ifrancc. 
Thuro Is a pretty little girl 


who Is engaged to a IVench HoUller 
who still Id I'ujolclng over the live min- 
utes Mho had with him recently during 
an nlr raid. Ilia mother Is tho care- 
taker here and ho Is one of six sons In 
the war.

Million Homes Needed; Uncle Sam Quits Building 


rvN-U million new houses and apartments are needed throughout the country 
O'the department of labor estimates. The war caused such '^slackening^of 
the building industry In everyrhlni 


tory of the country. 
Returns have 


been received from several hundred 
localities arid in every one of them, ex- 
cept a few where houses were.built by 
the government for war needs, a short- 
age of housing is reported. New York 
city shows the greatest need of hous- 
ing, shelter for 75,000 families being 
needed. 
In Philadelphia 25,000 are 


needed. Detroit's figure is 30,000. 


Efforts are being made by Uie de- 


partment to get this vast amount of 


building under way at once. To assist In home building the labor department 
plans to ask thu next congress to establish n system of home loan banks to 
loan money for building homes, just as the farm loan banks now loan money 
on farms. 


A tentative draft of a bill provides that the home loan banks shall be 


formnd out of the now private home loan and building associations. 


On the other hand, houses of artistic appearance and good material, having 


every convenience, can be built at costs which have prevslled during and since 
the war, tor amounts varying froit: S2.000 to $5,000 each. This has been 
proved by the United States Housing corporation, which built during the war 
many thousand such houses. It work was Interrupted by the armistice, and it 
Is now engaged In closing out n S100.000.000 business on short notice. 


Unlike Eiiirlanel, the United States government will not build any houses 


as n reconstruction measure.

Madison.—An effort will be made to 


have the senate give early considera- 
tion to the dry enforcement measure 
which was recently killed In 
the 


house. The drys are opposed to a ref- 
erendum to the people on the enforce- 
ment measure. 


The assembly has killed the bill pro- 


viding for special seed distribution 
warehouses to be operated by the 
counties. 
The measure was offered 


only n few days ago through the house 
committee on state affairs • and pro- 
posed tha', counties, be permitted to 
mnlce appropriations of not to exceed 
$10,000 for the establishment of such 
warehouses. The county would be per- 
mitted to make an additional appro- 
priation of $10,000 to operate the seed 
warehoose. 


The Knappe hill for the abolition of 


grade crossings and embodying many 
of the provisions of the Wllcox bill, 
'which was killed in the upper house 
three weeks ago, was defeated in the 
assembly'by a vote of 41 to 21. 


The house refused to reconsider the 


vote by which it killed the Klein bill 
defining' certain places where women 
may not»be employed. This measure 
was killed in the house, at the request 
of the author, after an amendment 
had been incorporated providing that 
women should be allowed to handle 50 
pounds weights, and after hotels and 
canneries had been excepted from the 
provisions of the measure. 
Later It 


was decided by the autho^- that per- 
haps some of the objectionable fea- 
tures of the bill might be removed if a 
motion 'for reconsideration were, of- 
fered. 
The house, however, has de- 


cided to leave the bill dead for the 
session. 


Concurrence wus given in the house 


to the resolution which refers to a 
vote of the; people at the November 
election in 1020, the question of allow- 
ing the legislature to fix the salary of 
members of the legislature. The con- 
srilution limits the. present salary to 
$500 for the term. It Is generally con- 
ceded that this is not .sufficient and 
the resolution for an amendment to 
the constitution so a's to permit of the 
increase now goes to the people for 
decision. 


More work has been done in the 


legislature during the past week In 
passing on bills than in a month previ- 
ous.

Assemblyman John Kaney's bill re- 


lating to publicity of income tax re- 
turns was given the right of way by 
the assembly committee on taxation 
over the Severson bill, the measure 
which has been approved by the sen- 
ate. The Kaney bill is radically modi- 
fled by substitute 
amendment pro- 


posed by the assembly taxation com- 
mittee. 


This substitute provides that "any 


and all Information contained in In- 
come tax returns and in the state- 
ments and correspondence pertaining 
thereto relating to the ownership or 
value of property shall be furnished 
or mnde acceptable to all public of- 
ficials charged with the duty of assess- 
ing the same for taxation or of super- 
vising the assessment thereof under 
such rules and regulations as the tax 
commission shall prescribe, but no In- 
formation sa received shall - be di- 
vulged by any such officials, except as 
may be necessary in the proper per- 
formance of his duties." 


The substitute also makes Income 


tax information assessable to "officers 
or representatives of the state or mu- 
nicipal district charged with the duty 
of prosecuting or defending" any per- 
son against whom it is sought to en- 
force penalties prescribed for making 
false or fraudulent reiurns. In these 
cases the Information must be used 
under such rules and regulations as 
the tax commission shall prescribe, 
and the information may be used as 
evidence in any civil or criminal pro- 
ceeding which directly pertains to a 
return or assessment.

homos Is now tho greatest In the his- 
tory of tho country. 
Returns have 


boon received from several hundred 
localities mid In every ono of them, ex- 
cept a few where houses wero built by 
tho govotmmmt Cor war needs, a short- 
age oC housing Is reported. Now York 
city shows Iho greatest need of hous- 
ing, shelter for 75,000 families being 
ncodod. 
In Philadelphia 25,000 are 


needed. Detroit's figure Is !!0,000. 


Efforts are being made by the de- 


partment to got this vast amount of 


building under way at once. To assist In homo building the labor department 
plans to ask tho next congress to establish a system of homo loan banks to 
loan monoy for building homes, just as the farm loan bunks now loan money 
on farms. 


A tentative draft of n bill provides that tho homo loan banks shall be 


formod out of tho now private homo loan ami building associations. 


On tho other hand, houses of artistic appearance nnd good material, having 


every convenience, can be built at costs which have prevailed during and sluco 
the war, lor amounts varying from ?2,000 to $5,000 ouch. This has bean 
proved by the United States Housing corporation, which built during the war 
many thousand such houses. It work was Interrupted by the armistice, nnd It 
Is now engaged In closing out a $100,000,000 business on short notice. 


Unlike KiiKland, the United States government will not build any houses 


as n reconstruction measure. 


Aircraft Plans Based on Army of 509,000 Men

RMY reorganization plans upon which the war department Is now working 
provide for an air service with approximately 1,700 airplanes In actual 


commission and a minimum available reserve of 8,-JOO additional planes. This 
Is based upon the proposed military 
establishment of 509,000 men, lu which

Tho organization tables show that

ing one cavalry unit of nine regiments, to bo formod Into live army corps, each 
to be commanded by a lieutenant general, 'To each corps will bo attached 
five observation and bombing squadrons of airplanes aud four pursuit squad- 
rons, representing u wing formation tor each typo of mnchlno. 


Machines In sufficient number to equip nil of. the air units planned for arc 


being stored at the various aviation fields that nro being retained by the gov- 
ernment. Storage capacity has boon [irovlded't'fotluppNdxlmately 6,000 com- 
plete planes, act including those In sen Ice or In Immediate reserve with the 
squadrons.

Early Adjournment. 


Madison.—An effort will be made to 


havft the senate give early considera- 
tion to the dry enforcement measure 
which was recently 
killed In 
the 


house. Tho tlrys are opposed to a ref- 
erendum to the people on tho enforce- 
ment measure. 


The assembly has killed the bill pro- 


viding for special soed distribution 
warehouses to bo operated by the 
counties, 
Tho measure was offered 


only a few days ago through the house 
committee on state affairs and pro- 
posed tha'i counties, be permitted to 
make appropriations of not to exceed 
$10,000 for the establishment of such 
warehouses. The county would be per- 
muted to make nn additional appro- 
priation of $10,000 to operate the seed 
warehouse, 


Tho Kntippc bill for the abolition of 


grade crossings and embodying many 
of the provisions of the Wllcox bill, 
which was killed In the upper house 
three weeks ago, was defeated in the 
assembly by u vote of 41 to 21 .* 


Tho house refused to reconsider Ihe 


vole by which It killed tho Klein bill 
defining' certain places where women 
may not <be employed. This measure 
was killed In the hou.se, at the roquoM 
of the author, after an amendment 
hud been Incorporated providing that 
women should be allowed to handle 50 
pounds weights, and after hotels and 
tanneries had boon oxcepted from (be 
provisions of the measure. 
Later It 


was decklpd by the author that per- 
haps some of the objectionable foa- 
tuics of tho bill might be removed If a 
motion 'for reconsideration wore of- 
fered. 
The house, however, has de- 


rided to leave the bill dead for tho 
session. 


(Jonoui rence was given In the house 


to the resolution which refers to a 
vote of tho people at the November 
election In 1020, the question of allow- 
ing tho legislature to fi-c tho salary of 
members of tho legislature. The con- 
slllutlon limits the present saluiy to 
IffiOO for the term.
